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Civil war rivals 
learn to live together 
again in Lebanon

HAMMANA, Lebanon ^ 
Not so long ago, Hanna Hat- 
shiti, a Maronite Catholic, 
and Suheil Hasanieb, a 
Druze Muslim, were shooting 
at each other in Lebanon’s 
dvil war. Now they are in the 
army together. 

They are among 6,000 
combat-hardened gunmen 
from 12 disbanded Christian 
and Muslim militias who are 
undergoing six months of re- 
habilitation and military 
training under an Arab 
League-brokered peace plan 
that ended 16 years of dvil 
war. 

“I’ve buried the past. 
We’re all brothers here 
now,’* sdd Mr. Hatshiti, 20, 
during a break in combat 
trainmg at the Hammana re- 
habilitation centre in the 
mountains east of Beirut. 

He was a gunman mtb the 
ri^t-wmg Lebanese Forces, 
uduch nsra to be the Chris- 
tians* 

Mr. Hasanieh, a onetime 
gunman wifri the Dmze mUi- 
da, the Pro gr e s s i ve Sodalist 
Party, said: “We're on the 
Ihre^M of a new era and 
we believe in ft.** 

The sentiments expressed 
by Mr. Hatshiti, Mr. Hasa- 
nieh and others appeared 
genuine and none of the 
young men at Hammana 
showed any hostility towards 
each other. 

But the Lebanese have 
seen otiier attempts at rap- 
prochement collapse when 
sectarian hatreds b^d over. 
These difierenoes have not 
been completely extin^nshed 
and perii^ never wQl. 

Last month, seven people 
were killed in a shoot^ be- 
tween Druze and Marooites 
in the Shouf mountains 
southeast of Beirut. 

That could easily happen 
again, altiiougfa many pet^le 


are growing more 'confident, 
that this time they will te 
able to set aade the hatreds 
spawned by a multi^ded war 
ttiat left at least 150,000 peo- 
ple dead and one nullion — 
one^uarter of the prewar 
population — di^laoed.

Greenpeace:U.N. responsible 
for ecolbgi^ damage in Gulf 


BAHRAIN (Agencies) — 
Greenpeace, ending a two-month 
assessment of Goff war ecotogi^ 
damage in the region is bolding 
the U.N. Security Council re- 
sponsible for an “environmentai 
disaster.” 

Greenpeace coordinator Paul 
Mo<rsman, addresring a press con- 
ference aboard the M.V. Green- 
peace riiip. Monday called for an 
imoiedute meeting with - U.N. 
:SecreUry-General Javier Perez 
de Cnellar. 

“The U.N. Secority Council, 
vrinch the war, must 

bear re^xmsibility Cor the en- 
vironmental consequences and 
take charge of coordinating a 
comprehensive dean-up effort 
before even greater damage 
occurs,” Mr. Horsman said.* 

Greenpeace conducted die sur- 
vey on air, land and sea in 
.Bahrain, Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, 
Iran and the Gulf waters to deter- 
mine the effects of Kuwaiti oil 
fires and oil slick. 

**What we have found in gener- 
'a! ... is an environmental disaster 
'unprecedented anywhere in the

IRNA, quoting a statement by 
the public relations office of 
Iran’s judiciary, said “Pattis had 
been relemed after ccmpleting 
five years of his imprisonment 
and passing throng fegal proce- 
dures like odier inmates.” 

It was not clear what took the 
Iranians so long to confirm that 
Mr. Pattis had been freed.

It was in the late 1970s that the 
pressurised irrigation systems 
were introduced to the Jordan 
Valley repon because foe open 


canal systems were not efficient. 

The study found that the aver- 
age indfvidaai consumes an aver- 
age of 182 kilogrammes annually. 
But, due to the increase in 
population, the Kingdom was in 
ne^ of an actional one million 
tonnes annually by the year 2005 
apinst die present 510,000 ton- 
nes. 

The study recommended that 
fermers should rely more on 
madiin es m order to try to meet 
the growing need of vegetables 
^ fruit in the last decade of the 
present century.

Local NGO agencies appeal to 
world to ease embargo against Iraq

The appeal was sent to Un- 
ited Nations Secretary Gener- 
al Javier Pmez de Cuellar, the 
United Nations Children's 
Fund (UNICE^, the United 
Nations Educational, Scientific 
and Cultural Organisation 
(UNESCO), the Vatican, 
Caritas International, the Mid- . 
die East Council of Churches 
and to foreign embassies in 
Jordan. 

The appeal was made last 
Sunday to emneide with a visit 
to Iraq by Caritas Internatioml 
Director Father Musa Adeli. 

‘To show solidari^ with the 
Iraqi people, a groip of us will 
hold a confimiice in Iraq and 
send the message of peace to 
the whole world,” he said. 


Father Adeli was not able to 
say who is participating in the 
conference or how many orga- 
nisations are involved. 

Since the Gulf war ended, 
Fatiier Adeli has been helping 
Iraqis in Jordan through finan- 
cial and medical assistance. 

“Each member of the Popu- 
lar Committee for NGOs has, 
sent foe appeal to their own 
headquarters,” he said. ”We 
bcqie that we can have a posi- 
tive answer from ^ world. I 
know that Carit^ Internation- 
al is veiy aiudous about the 
situation.”

JCO project 
to raise 
. country’s fish 
production 


AMMAN (J.T.) • The Jordan. 
Co(^3erative Or^nisation (JCO) 
has begun imptomeuting a project 
to increase fish pr odoo doo. and 
contribute towards reducing tbe 
oounoy*s food sboitages. accord- 
ing to- JCO Director General 
Jamal Al Bedour. 

Tbe JCO, he said, is cooperat- 
ing with tbe Hsbii^ Coopennive 
Society of Aqaba in carrying out 
a pilot project, the first of its kind 
in tbe Kingdom at the cost of JD 
1 million. 

Tbe project entails creating a 
tourist ^iliage, a fishing industry 
and a restaurant ufdfo would 
mostly serve fish to tourists and 
local residents. Dr. Bedour said. 

The project will encourage and 
boost tourism in Aqaba and 
would create new jobs for Jorda- 
nian residents of the city, he 
added. 

He said tiiat tbe fishing village 
I is bound to produce 200 tonnes of 
I fish annually. The fish can be 
produced in special firii yards in 
the sea or in fresh water ponds on 
shore within the same zone.

The JCO is also pining to 
purchase a modern fishing boat in 
order to catdi fish in foe high 
seas.

ARABIC PRESS COMMENTARIES 


AL RAT Arabic daily Tuesday discussed the wrangling gmng on 
between the govenunent and the Lower House of Parliament

charges can only cause barm to the national interests. The paper 
said that the continuing difierences between the executive and the 
legislative authorities should be stopped and should by no means 
be maintained at the expense of the nation itoich they had been 
entrusted to serve. The continued differences co^tnte a game 
that endangers democracy and the Kingdom's strug^ to cope 
with the numerous difficulties and hardtiiips, stressed the paper. 
By openly attacking one another, toe two authorities can by no 
means be adhering to the rules of democracy wtuch toe Jordairian 
people are keen to protect and therefore, one can only hope that 
the differences would stop because they can only ben^ the 
countr>’'s enemies, toe paper said. The paper called on toe two 
sides to opt for constructive dialogue and stop interfening in each 
other's tasks and cautioned Parliament members that Ibey can 
no means bring down the government except when they cast a 
vote of no confidence when Parliament is in session, and that can 
only take place after the first of December when the ordinary 
session be^ns. Settling of scores between the two sides at the 
expense of the country and its people, said toe paper, should not 
be allowed to continue, and the pr^ will by all means contimie to 
monitor toe behariour of toe two tides in a bid to defend the 
march of democracy. 

A columnist in Ai Dustour focused toe readers' atteniiou on the 
chronic water situation in the Kingdom and said that toe 
continued dit-cussions and conferences that are being held and the 
q>eecbes that are being made over toe water question caruot 
solve the problem. Mohammad Daoud said that the water 
problem in die country had existed for a long time, but all one can 
hear at the conference is talk about a national strategy being 
drawn up or plans made to deal with the problem, with no 
effective measures materialising. The writer said that toe numer- 
ous working papers being reviewed can by no means solve the 
problem unless practical aeps are taken first to up^^e the 
present le^slations On toe use of water for various purposes and 
second to embark on practical steps that can help the country find 
new water resources to meet toe evergrowing needs. The writer 
said the alarm about toe shortages of water in the whole Mid^ 
East region has long been sounded by local, regional and 
international experts, and it is hoped that practical steps can be 
taken to heed such warning before it is too late.

Property boom, rents 



DATA on the movement of inflation in Jordan, as measured by 
the cost of livn^ in^, st^gests that toe rate of inflation is 
strongly affected by honse rents, as measured by. the bousing 
index. In toe period 1976^ which was, more ot 1^, the period 
of noprecedented property boom, die index of housing rose at an 
average annoal rate of 16.4 per oenL In the same period, the 
overall cost of living grew at 13.8 per cenL 

However, the impact of house rents on Jordan’s inflation is 
most prahabiy underrated. The wd^ given to these rents in the 
basket of the cost of living index has been set at 16.85 (out of 100 
points), or one*tixth. hi my jw^ment, tins is an underes timati o n 
because normally rents make up a qaarter to one-thhd of a' 
household budget. 

Under all assunqition, however, the recent v^ ste q i jnnqi in 
honse rents is to give a woiryii^ boost to mLation. Green

Destruction of short- range 
nuclear arms will take years

WASHINGTON — It wfll take 
years for the United States and 
the Soviet Union to destroy or 
store the deadly hearts of 
tiiousands of shortHrangc nndear 
weapons, according to Defence 
Dcf^Ttment and private analysts. 

But tiiey agree that the process 
began ^ Pi»»dent Geoige Bush 
to remove balls of cancer-causing - 
plutonium and enridied uranium 
firom artflleiy shells. Cruise mis-^ 
sfles and depth charges should' 
begin now without bureaucratic 
red tape. 

While no omaete count is avail- 
able, the Pentagon says toe initia- 
tive announced by Mr. Bush and 
endorsed by Moscow could mean 
destruction or storage of 2,600 
U.S. riioit-range **0111^** and up 
to 12,000 on tibe Soviet side. 

The fissionable material inside 
tile warheads ranges generally in 
size from an orange to a small 
sweet melon and weighs from 
about four to 11 kfloj^amines, 
according to experts. It is sur- 
rounded by a layOT of convention- 
al high explosive to set off the 
nudw bl^ 

"Of course you just don't take 
this stuff out of warheads and beat 
it into (flooghshares with bam- 
tners. It’s a complicated process 
that takes time to do safely," said 
one senior Pentagon official, who 
asked not to be identified. 

Private analysts said the Pantex 
plant near Amarillo, Texas, 
v/ben U.S. nudear weapons are 
made and dismantled, has an 
estimated capacity of destro^ng 
some 1,100 sodi warheads a year- 


under normal conditions. 

"The Soviet capacity is un- 
known. And while tiiey are be- 
fleved to have more facilities than 
tile United States, one wonders 
about their ability to destroy or 
store so many weapons safely,” 
said John Pike of the Federation 
of American scientists. 

Other private experts such as 
Chris Paine of the Katural- Rch 
sources Defence Council in' 
WashingtOD said in interviews 
diat the actual distnantiing of 
so-called "battlefield" nudear 
warheads could wait until later. 

“The first step is to get infor- 
mal cooperation to get the 
weapons quiefcly out of the fid4 
and off sfups to stenage under 
safeguards. That could be started 
witlm weeks,** said Mr. Paine. 
“The president called dearly for 
quick oonsahation on that” 

Defence Secretary Dick 
Cheney has told reporters that 
toe United States wfll destroy 
some 2,100 artflleiy shells and 
short-range ground-based mis- 
siles and either dismantle or store 
warheads from another 500 naval 
Gniise missiles, bombs and dqitii 
charges. 

The Soviet Union, according to 
Pentagon estimates, has 17,000 
tactical, or sboiter-range, nndear 
arms and would probably destroy 
12,000 of chose to match cutbacks 
in the categories to be slashed by 
the United States. 

"This is not an old-st^ num- 
beis game in whkfa n^otiators 
try to determine whether chan ges 
are qnninetrical or to,” said 
Pentagon Spokesman Pete Wil- 
liams. "Boto sides need to act 
now, especially the Soviets, 


rather than to dideer about pre- 
cise numbers.'*

The plutoninm "pits'* conid be 
ground into more stable phito- 
imnn mode powder for ston^, 
or reconfigured for submarine 
reactor fuel. 

The United States does not use 
plutonium in its civiUan power 
reactors, althoi^ other oomi- 
tries are b an ni n g to do so. But 
the Energy Department could di- 
lute or i^Iete trig^y eniidied 
uraninm in some waxheads to- 
pxrwer reactor ose. 

"There axe a number of major 
long-term questions on bow and 
where boto the warheads or the 
fissionable material wonld be 
stored,** said Dunbow Lodewood 
of the Private Arms Control 
Association in Washington. 

"There will need to be major 
cooperation,'* he said. “The 
Soriet Union probably doesn't 
have the wherewithal to do tins in 
a short time, particnlaiiy %ith 
tiieir econmnic proUems oow,"

The Ukraine, tbe second most 
populous Soviet repdUic, has de- 
dmed indepeodenoe tcom the 
Soviet Unioa. Kazakhstan, one 
of the few republics that has not 
dedared indqpmdeoce, is consi- 
dered volatile because many 
mentoers of its ethnic Rnsaaii 
popnlation, concentrated in the 
norhtem pmt of tbe repoU^ 
want to onite their region mto 
the Russian Federation. 

Mr. Gorbachev also said he 
would freeze the number of 
nicMle long-iai^ • mwates 
friaber^iem in ffiied k>catioas‘.~' 
Those conid indode rail-based 
mobile missiles that have been in . 
tiie Ukraine. 

Besides advancing Kiemfin hi- 
terests vis-arvis 'the United States 
and ttw restive Soviet rqnriflics, 
Mr. Gorbachev may be trying to 
trim bis defence btu%et, which 
Mr. Ydtsin mid otiier repnbfic 
leaders say they will cot. 

Destroying nuclear weapons 
often proves more e xpensive than 
keepng tiiem, however, and the 
Soviets may find greater savings 
in their announced plans to cut 
the military from 3.7 mfllioa to 3 
million men.

The Ennsian oon- 
tineat catiehds not only into die 
Soviet Union, hot also towards 
our T^on. ^ bringing, in tiiat 
otiier wnsrine partner in the Nfid- 
dle East, Enrope.can he4> hn-. 
prove the chances of snooess of 
die c m rent search for peace and 
security in the r^ion. As the title 
of tbe second plenary session of 
this oonferenoe suggests, part- 
nership ratiim dian paaonage 
should be the key word in a post 
cold war Middle East. I firmly 
believe that tile time 1ms come for 
. evolving oivtiimking in the diieo- 
tion of a new Eunrian security 
triangle eneompasang Eorem, 
the Soviet Union and die Nfiddle 
East. Rather titan complicating 
the issue, snefa an approach can 
help solve those allegedly insohi- 
Ue proUems in onr area, and 
eontribnte positively to the 
emerging world order. 

The Gnif war not only left the 
countriesof the re^on oonfront- 
ing new problems. It has also 
demonstrated to the international 
community tbe challenge of con- 
sidering longstanrfing and inter- 
connected issaes wlScfa the war 
further complicated.

OiBoiiKd driegntrs, 

, Within OUT approach, the inter- 
connected baskets are not only of 
concern to onr area but have 
great relewsnce witinn an interre- 
gkmal p er f ective. For example, 
tite demogteffofe factor is of great 
importance to Europe. The Euro- 
peans watch whh apprehensiem 
tite ^cplosive population increase 
on the soothern and eastern 
shores ctf the MediterraneaD. The 
deteiioratnig eoxioaiic and social 
sitnatum m these pocaer coon- 


tiies of the Nfiddle East inevitably 
leads to instability tiiat fitters into 
Emope from its trading partners 
and dose neighbours. 

Enn^ might enrreafly feel the 
u^teicy of the demop^Aic. fac- 
tor in tbe Southern Mediterra- 
nean region, bnt it is vital that the 
East Medhenanean k not neg- 
lected. Direct demo grap hic presa- 
UKS from that region have not yet 
been widely felt within tbe Euro-' 
pean Community. Bnt certam 
North European countries (e.g. 
Scandinavia) have started to en- 
coonter demographic pressures 
from_ tbe East MecBterr a nean. 
The instability resulting from the 
demographic upbeavak during 
the past four decades, felt in 
Jordra and represented by con- 
tinned displacement of the 
Palestinian population, culmin- 
ated in the recent excxhis ‘from 
tbe Gulf. In contrast, the<setde-. 
ment of Soviet and Ethiopian 
Jews in tiie occupied teniimies 
and Israel is siqiported on a 
bnmanitarian bask by billions of 
doDaxs from the outside world. 
According to tbe United Nations, 
Jordan has been tbe worst hit 
coimtzy after Kuwait by the Golf 
crisis. Tbe losses on Jor- 

dan have been compounded by 
the recent mass influx of Jorda- 
nian and Palestinian returnees, 
eaqiected to reach a total of 
300,000 by the end of 1991. 
Heavy investments are needed in 
edneation, bealtii, boosing, muni- 
cqial and public services, and new 
job opportunities. The direct 
financial resources required are 
$4.5 Inllion, needed to barriy 
saf^nard the current standard of 
Bvii^ These are humble esti- 
mates in contrast with vdiat Israel 
k enneotiy advocating for its 
longfrly 345,000 Soviet Jews — 
$10 Ulion just in houring loan 
guarantees. Israel argues that the 
loans it wants guaranteed, and 
flms made cheaper — are for 
purely bnmanitarian reasons for 
immigrant abrorption. 1 ask 
vriiere does Jordan and vrtiere do • 
the Palestinians fit in thk altnns- 
‘tic global jigsaw poztle? 

The proqsects of promoting 
peace and reducing tte dangers 

war, tiius rest equally on poli- 
tkal, (with all the related demog- 
raiAic and territorial implica- 
tions), militaiy and economic sta- 


bility. Thk has increaringly be- 
come an apparent and crucial 
fEutor in any cwitemplarion of 
seenrity. 

][,g^cs nod GmitlmnBn, 

A conference on seenrity and 
cooperation in the Nfiddle East 
(CSCME) can draw on the moral 
wei^ of tiie Helsinki process in 
Europe. I have on more than one 
occarion emphasised that the 
countries inv^ved in **Hekinki” 
are integrally interiinked to the 
Mkldfe Eari tiirDugb the trinity of 
energy, armaments and debt. 
They are the main consumers of 
Nfiddle East ml, its main sup- 
plieis of arms and its main credi- 
tors. It k no exaggeration to say 
that od revenues in the Middle 
East have literally fuelled the 
arms race, whkfa in its turn has 
been largely briund the external 
debt orisk faced by many conn- 
tries in tte regimi. 

The recent propo sa l from Brus- 
sels for a European energy diar- 
ter, to which I referred eariier on, 
can provide iisefnl giddelmes for 
fririing constTuctively thc issue 
of energy in the Middle East. 
Thk propo^ diarter ontiines 
three objectives for the European 
energy sector indoding Eastern 
Europe: Firstly, security of supp- 
ly, secondly safegnanfing tiie en- 
vironment and tinrdty effidenqr 
of {Modnetion. If these pixnciples 
were applied in regard to Nfiddle 
East energy, tium a great con- 
tribution to seenrity will be made. 
Such a process should be viewed 
within what I have called as the 
broad Etinman framework. It k 
in line witii tbe newly unfolding 
hbtorical pattern that k bringing 
Europe, tiie Soviet tlnion and the 
Nfiddle East doser to each otiier. 

In respect to the issue of the 
omiventional arms race in the 
area, arms transto should be 
tackled through proper median- 
isms for whidi the suggested 
CSCNfE provides an appropriate 
forum. The move for arms reduc- 
tion means eventually transform- 
ing force stnoctoies into a pur^ 
defensive character. Simnl- 
taneously, the proliferation in the 
Middle East of advanced 
weapons, inefaufing haiKietfe mis- 
siles k even of greater ooocem. 
Equal attoition must be given to 
die non-proliferation of weapons 
of mass destruction (nudear. 


biological and diemical) and tiieir 
'means of delivery — surface to 
surface missiles. A comprehen- 
sive approach should be applied 
to deal with proliferation, which 
k no toller a purely ««»t or 
mflitBfy issue. It poses an essei> 
daily political dudlenge. N4anag- 
hig proliferation is as important 
as prevention. In tins respect, die 
cuirem foens k primarily directed 
towards Iraq. Needhss to s^, the 
process shcmld cover the entire 
fogion. 

In tte past, Jordan has called 
for a coofiict free zone in the 
Nfid^ East. On tins occasion, 1 
reiterate such a call by nrghig, 
firstly, arms transfers control par- 
tienlariy from the five permanent 
membm of tbe Security ConneO 
iriio snpfrfy 85 per cent of tiie 
wortd's conventional weiqxms; 
secondly, the Don-proHferation of 
weapons of mass derirnction and 
a bu on the prodnetion and 
depk^rment of nodear, diemical 
■and ^logical we^wns. 

D ktiiigiuai icd participants. 

We must create the proper 
environment that induces oonfi- 
denoe amongst people, developis 
exchanges ^od cooperation a^ 
sets peace on new bases. I believe 
that a breakthrough in restflving 
the Pafestine issue will set the 
pace for a more comprehensive 
process as the CSCME. As you 
know, Jordan frilly nippc^ car- 
teat efibrts for cemvening the- 
Nfiddle East peace conference. 
Jordan has adopted a flexible 
^jproach regaling procedure 
ud format, and has provided a 
suitable umbrella for a joint- 
Jofdanian-Falestiman delegatfon. 

Onr concept for a reponal pro- 
cess does not exclude tbe rote of 
other nations in helping bring die 
{Rooess to fruition and in com- 
municating paraDd experiences. 
Tte diff e r ent suggestions for a ' 
conference on security and coop- . 
eration in the Metfiterranean and 
tte most recent call by tbe West- 
ern European Uniem (WEU) for 
a conference on seenrity and 
cooperation in tite Nfetfiterranean 
and tbe Nfiddle E^, do not 
represent sofitary voices. In tiie 
coming mitlenitim, let us all work 
together to capture ' what 
Prederidc the Second realised m 
die 13th century.

Despite invitations, S. Africans 
are still on the sidelines 


JQHANNESBURG (AP) — Af- 
ter decades in the sporting 
equivalent of solitary confine- 
ment, South Africa hu been in- 
vited back bto world comped- 
tion. 

But the county’s sports offi- 
cials remain split on alien to 
return to bternational play, and 
dieir dispute has kept Sooth Afri- 
ca’s talented athletes chained to 
tbe skfelines. 

The ban on South African 
athletes, which dates to the 19^ 
and 70s in most sports, quidcly 
began to crumble this y^ as 
world bodies lifted their boycotts 
b response to the demise of 
apartheid. 

For a country obsessed widi 
qxirts, few sanctions have bera 
as pabftil as die athletic morator- 
inm. Whites b particular were 
celebrating the prospect of re- 
newed w^d competMon. 

However, the cheering was 
premature, and tbe athletes have 
been left with a femiliar feeling of 
frustration. 

*Tt is tbe athletes who should 
represent the country,'* ratfam 
than administratois, s^ Christo 
Vtey, a high jauiper adio has 
jomed fellow athletes b lobbying 
‘for leadmission to bternational 
events. 

Sports have been bte^ted in 
:rpcent years, and a small but 
.gIFOwing namber ef blai^ now 
have access te first-dass f^lhies 
mice reserved for whites. In most 
^rts. a sbgle, multi-radal gov- 
erning body has been forged out 
of several liiat were divided along 
racial fines. 

But administrators are still qiGt 
nrto two camps. Whites and a 
growing nnmbm of black offals 
feel integrated sports should now 
be permitted to conqiete abroad, 
wfa^ haidlbeis think the boycott 
sboitid continue until blacks have 
full political ri^ts, induding the 
vote. 

"My pomt of view is that South 
Africa must be normalised pditi- 
cally before we return," said Har- 
ry Hendricks, presideot of tbe 
Amateur Athletics Board, a tra^ 
and field body. 

Ifendricks, one of the most 
hardiing officials, said track and 
field athletes should forget about 
tbe Olympics next year and aim 
for the 1993 World Cham- 
fuonships. 

Trade and field, along with 
soccer, rugby and cricket all 
seemed on the verge of interna- 
tional acceptance this year. But 
only gymnastics has made a return 


to die bteraational scene, and 
ttet appearance in the United 
States sparked controversy that 
conld nmke fatnre participation 
even more difficult. 

Tbe ATP Tour, whidi runs the 
men's pro tennis tour, aononneed 
that its worid doubles cham- 
pionships would be held next 
mondi b Jobamiesbaig. 

Soccer, which is <k»tinated by 
blacks, was considered a sore bc4 
to make a swift return to interna- 
tional play. 

But die two leadmg soccer 
bodies, bodi controlled 1^ blacks, 
have failed to unify — die mam 
condition set by Aftkan Football 
Confederation, the governing 
ofganisatioii on die continent. 

Ihe confederation rejected a 
South African membeiship re- 
quest last month, makbg a qnidc 
return to worid soccer nnl^ly. 
Even a 1994 Worid Cup appear- 
ance is.oncertam. 

Tra± and fidd officiate, wbo 
also are at odds, reject^ an 
hmtadon to send a team to die 
World ChamiNonships m Tolgro 
b Aui^uet. Frustrated athletes 
sent their own delegation to plead 
to the International Amateur 
Athletic Federation, but to no 
avaiL 

Fbr the atiiletes, die biggest 
prize of all is the 1992 summer 
Ofympics b Barcelona, ^lain. 
The InteiuatiODal Olympic Com- 
- tnittee (IOC) has brit^ South 
Africa, but die coimt^s multira- 
cial National Olympic Commit- 
tee, which must respond by Nov. 
25. has not announced a deaskm. 

**001 target is Barcelona, but 
we are not gobg to act rashly or 
irreqioasibly," said Ram- 
samy. preridrat of the CMympic 
Cmnmittee. "We want our phi- 
losophy of non-racialism to 
permeate all sports before we 
make our dedrion." 

The African National Con- 
gress, whidi has been tbe lea^g 
proponent of the sports boycott, 
now seeks its repeal m some 
cases. 

ANC President Nelson Mande- 
b has intervened several times, 
and recendy gave his blessing to 
Sontii African participation at 
cricket’s World Cup, set for 
Fdnuaiy b AustraUa and New 
Zealand. 

The International Cricket 
Comicil readmitted South Africa 
eariier this year. But Pakistan 
and the West Indies still object to 
a Soutii African squad, and 
uncer tain whether the country 
will send a team.

Baghdad 
to open 
stock 
market 
next year 

BAGHDAD (R) — lfaq« its eco- 
nomy bockling under the weight, 
of a worid trade embargo, is to 
open a stock market from Jan. 1 
to inject cakh into struggling 
•domestic business. . 

The date of the long mooted 
project was announced by Fi- 
nance Minister Majeed Abed 
Jaafar and pubiisbed in Tuesday's 
AI Thawra, newspaper of ^ 
niKng Baatb Party. 

The aim was to “attract indi- 
viduals' savings towards invest- 
ments that have both profits for 
tbem and the national economy," 
the minister was quoted as' telling 
a meeting of experts Monday. , 

“The market aims also at help- 
ing the companies exchange 
shares and experience and to 
expand their cafxtal,” he added. 

The market ^ operate in the 
building of the State Agricultural 
Bank in Al Rasheed Street, 
Baghdad's bustling business cen- 
tre a few metres from the banks 
of the Tigris River. 

Moves towards a liberalisation 
of the heavily state-weighti eco- 
nomy were first made in 1987 bot 
oidy gathered lu omen ttu n after the 
Golf war. 

Few details on the workings of 
the stock market have been made 
public but the newspaper said this 
week that foreignm would not 
be allowed to own shares. 

It was not dear from the artide 
whether ‘'foreigners'* meant 
Westerners, other Arab nationals 
or both. 

Iraqis are permitted to buy 
shares throu^ two state-run 
commercial banks, the Rafidain 
and the Rasheed. But they uaii- 
not trade the diares and their 
only attraction is a dividend. 

Share trading would respond to 
the natural bi^ess instincts of 
the Ira^, whose capacity 
survival in the free of economic 
hardship is legendary.

“The main reason for the lade 
of punctuality is loose manage- 
ment and a weak sense of respon- 
sibility," the papw quoted Ke 
Demi^, deputy diief of the Cfvii 
Aviation Administration of Chi- 
na (CAAC), as telling a confer- 
ence on airline service in Beijing. 

Air China became the coun- 
try's flagship airline for interna- 
tional routes when CAAC split 
up its domestic and fordgn ser- 
vices into nominally independent 
airlines in tiie late 1980s. 

But the carrier, like those serv- 
ing China's domestic routes, has 
inherited CAACs lackadaisical 
attitude towards scheduling, bag- 
gage handling and inflight ser- 
vice.

ESCAP Executive Secretary 
S.A.M.S. Kibria said the boom- 
ing econiMnies many parts of 
Asia contrasted sharply with 
deeply-entrenched mass poverty 
m several other countries. 

“For Coo long attention has 


only been pven to economic 
growth. Unless economic growth 
and sodal reforms keep pace with 
one another distortions will take 
place... including outbursts cri 
political instability,*’ Mr. Kibria 
told a news conference. 

“Hris conference is like a cat- 
alytic event to see if we can bring 
atout a certain pattern.^ de- 
vel<^ment in foe sodal sector. In 
spite of having the' highest growth 
rate in foe worid, the region also 
has the highest number of poor 
people in foe world," be pointed

Joblessness, homelessness, illi- 
teracy. family violence, street 
crime, drug abuse and prostitu- 
tion were among many fmblems 
stili pervasive in the region. 

United Nations Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar 
said in a message to the confer- 
ence Monday that Asia's econo- 
mic boom over foe past three 
decades had failed to curb wide- 
8|X«ad poverty, and foe number 


ctf people living “on the margin of 
survival" was growing. 

ESCAP, a U.N. agency, said 
two-tiiirds of foe worid’s 1.1 bil- 
lion people living in “absolute 
poverty" were in Asia, mostly on 
the Indian subcontinent and in 
China. 

Absolute poverty was defined 
as^^tite deprivation of foe basic 
needs of frx>d, shelter, dothing 
■ and essential services such as 
dean water, sanitation, health 
care and education.” 

The Manila dedaration out- 
lines a foree-iriiase strategy up to 
foe year 2000 and beyond, cover- 
ing population problems, health, 
education, empktyment, boosing, 
the environment, disaster relim, 
crime and sodal security. 

While governments are left to 
set their own targets, foe declara- 
tion says international funding 
organisation’s should step up help 
for foe region's poorest areas and 
heavUy-4ndebted economies.

THE HAGUE (R) — The Euro- 
pean Community will delay im- 
plementing sanctions against 
Yugoslavia to allow EC monitors 
more time to arrange a new ceas- 
efire accord, a Dutch Foreign 
Mxnistiy official said Tuesday. 

"There has been a quite situa- 
tioD ^ce midiught and a meeting 
is now gc^g on under the lead- 
ership the Dutch head of mis- 
sion with the two warring par- 
ties,*’ the official told reporters. 

lire decision to delay the sanc- 
tions came after the EC said it 
would impose punitive measures 
if the two sides continued fighting 
beyond a deadline of midnight 
(2300 GMT) Monday. 

The offidd said the head of the 
EC ceasefire monitoring mission 
in Yugoslavia, Dirk Jan Van 
Houten, met representatives of 
the Yugoslav federal anny and 
Croatian forces at 1000 GMT to 
try to arrange the new ceasefire. 

The Serbian-dominated federal 
army late Monday offered to 
implement a new ceasefire if 
Croatia agreed unilaterally to lift 
its blockades of army garrisons 
inside its territory. 

Mr. Van Houten will press the 
army to regroup its forces and 
Croatia to lift the blockades in a 
phased operation which would be 
monitored by EC observers. 

"This morning (Dutch Foreign 
Minister Hans) Van Den Broek 
telephoned Yugoslavia's vice 
minister of defence and (Croatian 
President Franjo) Tudjman and 
asked the parties to re^n from 
unilateral actions and go into this 
in good foith," the offidai added. 

On the advice of EC ambassa- 
dors in Belgrade, the 
Community-sponsored peace 
jconference in the Hague would 
be reconvened as soon as posable 
and leaders of the six Yugoslav 
republics would be invit^ to 
attend, he said.

The daily newspaper Bild said Mr. Brandt felt 
sharp pains in his legs at the weekend and hb wfe took hbn at 
once to a clinic in Bonn for observation. It said Mr. Brandt, who 
won the 1971 Nobel Peace Prize for his “C^tpolitik” opening up 
ties with East Europe, cancelled a trip to Vienna for a conference 
on Yugoslavia ^ the Sodalbt International, a world body of 
soical democratic parties. 


LOME (R) — Togolese Prime Minbter Kokou Koffi^b went on 
state television Tuesday to quell rumours that rebellious troops 
had arrested him.

WASHINGTON (R) — Elliott Abrams, an assistant secretary of 
state in the Reagan administration, pleaded guilty Monday to 
twice withholding information from ingress during the inves- 
tigation of the Iran-contra scandal. His action was part of a 
plea-baigain agreement with the Iran-contra special prosecutor, 
still pursuing a nearly five-year-old investigation of the scandal 
over secret sales of arms to Iran and the diversion of proceeds to 
'Nicaraguan anti-government forces. “I plead guilty," Mr. 
Abrams said twice, after each of the two nii ubiTi efli im r chaiges 
ayinst him was read in federal court. He was charged with 
witholding information from the Senate Foreign Relations and 
House of Representatives Intelligence Committees about hb 
knowledge of Iran-contra operations in 1986 when the scandal 
was just conung to ll^t.
